INDICATIONS STILL FAVOR THE DEMO

The Official Count May Show That the 
State Has Divided Her Electoral Vote— 
The Senate,as Returns so Far Indi- 
cate, Will Stand: 42 Democrats, %0 
Republicans and 6 Populists—Reports 
From Congressional Districts—Discuss- 
ing the Cause. 


The only development in to-day’s returns, 
60 far as the electoral vote is concerned is to 
Gecrease that of President Harrison by the 
loss of the three votes of North Dakota,which 
are now on the face of the returns placed in 
the Weaver column. 

The probable political composition of the 
Senate is somewhat changed by returns from 
California and North Dakota, which indicate 
that the Legislatures of those States will be 
controlled on joint ballot by the fusionists. 
Should the official vote bear out these prom- 
ises the Populists will have six votesin the 
United States Senate, the Democrats forty- 
two and the Republicans forty. 

While the result ofthe eleciionin Ohio Is 
still undecided there is a possibility that it 
has divided its electoral vote. It is still 
claimed by both parties with the chances in 
favor of Cleveland.

This year the McKinley law was the issue and 
what has been the result? The Republican vote 
in New York and Kings, andinall the counties 
except those in the southern tier, fall down 
miserably. 1do not wish-to go further in this 
matter just at thistime, except toadd that, 
in my opinion, had the old fight against Tam- 
many been continued we would have bad bet- 
ter results inthe State.

Strange 
to say, the loss in New York County Mr. Platt 
attributed to Mr. Depew. 

Of all the counties in the State, those 
dominated by the Platt element were the 
only ones which kept their end up and 
showed ia gain. Mr. Platt said that he felt 
very sorry indeed for the party, and, of 
course, he was chagrined over the defeat 
and the retirement of President Harrison to 
private life. 

With regard to the charge of Mr. Platt that 
the loss of New York City tqthe Republican 
party inthe late election was due to Mr. De- 
pew’s inexperience in campaign matters,the 
latter informed a reporter this morning that 
he had nothing to do with the running of the 
campaign in New York further than 
making speeches.

HIDDEN TREASURE. 
Appearances Indicate That a Pomona 
Man Has Unearthed a Icoard. 


From the Pomona Progress. 

Some time during the night of Friday, 
Sept. 9, a inysterious and extensive excava- 
tion was made in the Pamona Cemetery. 
That there has been acrock,a Kettle, a jar 
ora Spanish o!la, orsome large round ves- 
sel removed Irom the excatation, and that 
the spot was peculiarly marked by a most 
unusually shaped limb of a tree, is not 
doubted by anyone whe hag visited the scene 
of the digging. The air of mystery that has 
surrounded the strange proceeding and the 
deep holeinthe ground in that particular 
spot bas thickened rather than cleared dur- 
lng the past week.

at ninbt, armed with axes, shovelsand picks, 
‘to wet hidden treasure. 

the exeavation is six feet deep and about 
five feet across the top. It narrows down 
fast at the bottom, Whereinthe hard earth 
Messrs. liarfis and Garthside saw as plain as 
day thatalaruwe, round vessel of some Kind 
had been hastily pulled upfrom the earth. 
The wreat limb of the sycawiore tree that 
certainly marked the ace of the buried 
treasure has aremarkabie formation, It ts 
something like the Jetter U in shape, anda 
similar shaped lunmb cannot be foun: tn all 
Southern California. It is a sure iwar« for the 
burial place of booty. 

The men who sought the secreted vessel 
knew where to dig, and they turned over but 
fow unnecessary shovelfuis of earth on their 


way down to the exact spot they were after.

A Gang of Outlaws Fooled by Gaiting a 
Treasure Bag With Copper. 

Faenza isa town of some 25,000 inhabitants, 
not without fame in history, and known 
throughout the commerce of the world 
through the original manufacturing there of 
the porcelain called by the French falence, 
from the nameof thecity.

Then he drove rapidly out 
oftownand found the expectant brigands 
with thelr captives. The men looked 
into the bag. saw the bank notes and 
the silver, ‘*hefted’’ the bag, and being sat- 
lafled by ‘what they had seen and by Its 
weight, allowed Signor Baldi to drive off re- 
joicing ‘with the hostages.

‘TIPPOO’S LAST DINNER. 


An Interesting Account of the Well- 
Known Chisftain’s Death. 


From the London NeWs. 
li. G. Keene has found in the diary of his 


.lJate father an interesting deseription of the 


storming of Seringapatam, at which he was 
present, On May 4, 1799. Capt. Keene, who 
was a iephnew of Gon. liarris, then com- 
munder-in-chief, seems to have gathered 
from prisoners full details of the last mo- 
ments of our once redoubtable enemy, 
Tippoo Sahih. In his entries, which have 
been forwarded for publi cation to the Cal- 
Ccutta Aerie, he says: 

‘*Tippoo set at his dinner till one of his 
servanis tol.i hit? that ths English were 
coming, and they presently appeared. This 
was tie head of the left-hand column. He 
seit ona servant to the place to bring up 
the troops, selzed his rifle and shot one of 
the first three who cameoninfront. An- 
other was Kille:l by a shot from the bastion 
behind. The third stil! advancing, Tippoo 
caljed out: ‘These are devils; two ars 
killed and the third comes on.’ He fied, 
only to find hinmeeif in etn h two col- 
ulmns. He 
co ae an Officer was about to say who he 
was. oo trowned and pur hls fugers to 
his tips. Phe then made a blow at a Sergeant 
and cut Into the barrelof his-fire-!ock. The 
Sergeant killed him with tis ba ohet, and his 
body was soon covered by the siain.’

UNCEASING EFFORTS MADE TO SECURE HER 
RELEASE. 

‘Lonpown, Nov. 11.—An interesting and pa- 
thetic correspondence, written since Oct. 15, 
disclosed what unceasing though still una- 
vailing efforts the Baroness de hoques is mak- 
fng@to succor her daughter in prison.

the Venezuelan Government having refusea 
toclear the ship. Passengers on the Phila- 
delphia, when she sailed from here, were 
Senator Mijeres, who had been Governor of 
Caracas under the Continulsts’ regime. The 
Government autborities demanded that he 
be surrendered on a charge that whHtHe 
Guvernor of Caracas he had stolen cattle. 
The Captain ofthe Philadeiphia refused to 
give himup, and when the police attempted 
to board the ship and search for Mijeres 
they were resisted. The Philadelphia then 
left her Gock and anchored in the stream, 
while the question was referred to United 
States Minister Scruggs. He upheld the Cap- 
tainin refusing to give up Mijeres on the 
ground that there was no extradition treaty 
between Venezuela and the United States. 
The Governmentthen decided to refuse the 
Philadelphia any clearance, and she sailed 
without regular papers. 


MADRID, Nov. 11.—The King and Queen of 
Portugal arrived here at noon yesterday and 
were welcomed at the station by Queen Re- 
gent Christiana and escorted to the Royal 
Paiace by a splendid cavalcade, in which the 
Cabinet Ministers, foreign diplomatic repre- 
sentatives and many Spanish grandees took 
part.

Roger N. Harty Wants a Divorce From 
Young Spouse. 


HE CONCLUDES HE HAS TRIED MATRI- 
MONY ONOE TOO OFTEN. ~ 


Mrs. Clara B. Lewis Secks a Legal Separa- 
tion From Her Husband, Charles W. 
Lewis, Who Elopsd With the Wife of 
Capt. Joseph Zaller—Judge Dillion 
Passes on Several Applications. 


A lack of protection and alleged wild-cat 
infidelity were the main issues at stake at 
the Court-house to-day. Applicants for 
divorce were as numerous as Democratic 
roosters Tuesday night, while deserters to 
the matrimonial cause applying for licenses 
at the Recorder’s office were as scarce as 


erstwhile supporters of the McKinley bill. 
Roger N. Harty, the welkknown wel 
of the North Levee scales and former eee 
tractor, filed a suit for divorce to-day 
against his twenty-months’ bride, Ellen 
Harty, he having evidently come to the con- 
clusion that he entered the mat- 
rimonital ring ‘fonce too often.’’ 
The marriage of Mr. Harty to his present 
wife created considerable talk at the time, 
He was a widower with three children, and 
although they were grown, he thought "they 
needed a new mother, and he selected a very 
young mother so that ‘she could be a guardian 
to them.for years. The marriage 
occurred in February of tlast year. 
His children aid not take to their new mother 
as kindly as did the ie groce. Four days 
after the marriage, Mr. Harty alleges that 
his bride shipped one of his daughters from 
their home. his she followed up from‘’time 
to time by beating and otherwise maltreating 
the other children, he ciaims. Her temper, 
he further says, is as hot as a noon- 
day sun - July and on 
Nov. 5 last when everyone 
was shivering with cold he claims she would 
not permit afire to be made inhis house. 
This wastoo much andthe next day he left 
her, and prays the court to grant bim a per- 
manent separation. 


Divorces in Judge Dillon’s Court. 
This was ‘‘default docket’’ day in Jadge 
Dillon’s court, and a score of divorce cases 
illumined the pages of the court records. 
Deputy Sheriff Sheehan called the names of 
the candidates for re-election to matrimony. 


Clark Brent administered the oath and the 
court after passing upon their quglifications, 
did the rest. 

Bettie Van Valkenburgh and Wallace, her 
recreant husband, were married in Star City, 
Ark., in October, 1882 Five years ago they 
cameto st. Louis bringing with them the 
fruits of their union in the shape of 
a 4-year-ola boy, Dan, and a fair- 
haired daughter, Beulah, who had 
seen but two summers. The wife alleged 
that Wallace had deserted her in Febroary, 
1s¥y1, and gone to Chicago, leaving her to su 
port the two children, who are now gan 7 
years respectively. Judge Dillon was in- 
clined to be dissatisfied with the wife’s story, 
and aftera twenty minutes’ cross-examina- 
tion heconciuded to take the case under ad- 
visement. 

Theresa Powers was the second applicant 
for freedom to take the stand. She stated 
that she had married John E. Powers on 
May 1, 1879, and with her two children had 
lived with him until Aug. 13, last when on 
account of his dissolute habits, his crulty to 
her and their children she was compelled to 
leave him. As he had in addition done 
nothing towards the support of her and the 
children, Judge Dillon thoaght her cause 
worthy and granted her a divorce with the 
custody of the children. 

Johu and Martha Harr were married just 
after the war in Monroe County, lll., and 
had five children born to them, three of whom 
are now living. In August, 1989, they came 
to St. Loulsto Hve, and here the husband 
began his downward career. He would 
roll home at all hours of the night, so 
the wife alleges, and begin to abuse her by 
wishing that she was dead and in awarmer 
clime. Then, on the 4th of July, 1889, he 
celebrated the day of national independence, 
she alleges, by bringing to their homea girl 
whom he called ‘‘his Josie,’’ and despite 
his wife’s protestations, he _ instailed 
Josie as mistress of the house- 
hold for two weeks, the wife avers. 
Finally in 1891 he deserted the wife entirely, 
and has since failed to support either her or 
ber children. Judge Dillon severed the tie 
and gave j\irs. Horr the children. 

In the city of Marietta, Ga., in 
John and Amanda Hall were 
ried. To-day while ibis wife 
telling hertale of marital misery to Judge 
Dillon, John Hall was breaking rocks for the 
city at the Work-house quarries. On July 21 
last he was sent down for beating ‘his wife 
that being his fourth offense and his secon¢ 
trip for the same cause. The Court concluded 
that Mrs. Hall was entitled to her decree and 
he six children. 

Eliza Harasejcke, after bearing the burden 
of her husband’s name for seven years be 
sides the indignities which Joseph yo 
upon her, came tothe conclusion that life 
would be easier if they were separated. She 
told her trialsto the court and said that 
Joe hadleft hertotake up his abode in the 
classic town of Venice and the court con- 
cluded he could stay there and his mistreated 
wife could once more assume the bpame of 
her childhood, Eliza BallinsKe.

St. PeTErspure, Nov. 11.—A woman named 
Atkerman,& ciantess in stature and strength, 
sought sheiter at the house of a peasant 
woman named Yoorssk! Sariera, living in the 
Ismail Gistrict of Bessarabia. The Akker- 
man woman was afforded a refuge by the 
peasant and they became quite friendly. 
They drank a considerable quantity of vodka 
and when the supply gave out Yooreski went 
out to get another bottle. She was gone 
quite a while. When she returned she was 
almost struck dumb with horror on finding 
that her guest in her absence had killed 
her baby, gnawed the soft parts 
Of tts body and sucked its biood and 
Drains. The woman was then in the act 

attempting to kill another child, a 3- 
year-ol4 girl, who was seeking to escape 
from the house and screaming at the top of 
her voice. The mother rushed in and tried 
to save her child from the murderess, but the 
latter struck the little girl with a bludgeon 
and kilied her before her mother could reach 
her. The mother’s brain was turned by the 
terrible scene she had witnessed and she be- 
Came a raving maniac. She attempted to 
kill herself, but neighbors, who had been at- 
tracted to the scene by her wild shrieks, 
prevented her. The Akkerman woman made 
@ most desperate resistance when some of 
the peasants attempted to arresther. She 
fought like a tiger, and some of the peasants 
were quite severely injured. She was finally 
overpowered and bound with ropes. Five 
“men accompanied hertothe jail. The news 
of the terrible crime spread rapidly, and on 
the way to the prison a number of men tried 
to take her from her guardsto lynch her. 
They were prevented, however, and the 
woman was locked up. It is not known 
whether she is insane or not. The whole 
Gistrict is in a ferment over the affair.

NEW ORLEANS STRIKE OFF . 


Basis of Agreement Reached and All at 
Work. 


New ORLEANS, 14., Nov. 11.—The great la- 
bor strike which was commenced in this city 
Oct. 22 has ended in the defeat of the Amal- 
gamated Council, the strikers and unionism, 
The demands madé by the Amalgamated 
Council as stated in the communication to 
the Govercoor were: 

1, We are willing to arbitrate on wages. 

2. We are also willing to arbitrate on 


hours. 
8 We want the question of ‘‘none but 


union men to be hired when available from 
and after the final adoption of tariffand 
hours’’ to be accepted without arbitration. 

The agreement finally signed by the com- 
mittee of merchants and the committee of 
the Amalgamated Council was as follows: 

It is agreed, first, that the laborers who 
went out on strike Oct. 22, 1892, shall be taken 
back to their employment as soon as they 
Offer their services, in so farasit does not 
confiict with contracts already made. 

Second, wages and hours to be arbitrated. 

Third, it is further agreed that the mer- 
chants, boss draymen and other employes 
Gresepted themselves not to make any unjust 

iscrimination against union and non-union 
men, but always to give their applications 
for employment the fairest consideration, 
the merchants and otheremployers reserving 
to themselves the right to deal directly with 
their men. 

The parties tothis agreement declare that 
they will use their best endeavors to adjust 
any difference which may bave resulted or 
may resultfrom any strike hereinabove re- 
ferred to, in accordance with the above 
terms. The arbitration in clause two to be 
effected within the next forty-eight hours. 

After the agreement had been gigned, Mr. 
McCloskey; on behalf of the merchants, said 
that there was reasog for congratulation 
that the controversy tefminated so satisfac- 
torily. He felt confident that merchants 
will use their best endeavors to live up to 
the contract and hoped the other side would 
ao likewise. 

Mr. John M. Camgnen, speaking for the 
Amaigamated Council, said this was not a 
conflict of labor and capital. They recog- 
nized that union is a good thingand had en- 
deavored to have the merchants adopt it as 
such. The merchants would recognize later 
on that unton labor is the best. 

Gov. Foster, in taking leave of the two 
committees,expressed his gratification at the 
settlement of the strike, At 6 a. m. street 
cars commenced running on all lines, and 
business to-day will be fully resumed in all 
branches. ‘ihere were thirty-three Unions 
involved in the strike; avout half a dozen of 
them went out for wages and the others went 
out through sympathy. 

There is intense indignation amonga large 
number of workingmen this morning over 
the manner in which the strike was settled, 
and the committee of five representing the 
interests of the laborers, are openly 
denounced and charged with 
treachery and having sold 
the labor element. A thousand men 
were crowded into Exchange alley this morn- 
ing. They included whites and bDiacks, and 
represented many men who had been unable 
to secure their piaces again. They have been 
out nearly three weeks and their families are 
in want. The leaders, they said, had sold 
them out and surrendered every point that 
had been contended for. 

The street car companies have about 
broken upthe Car Drivers’ Union, and the 
contract that was broken will undoubtedly 
remainso. ‘ihe companies will employ new 
union and non-union men indiscriminately. 
Alithe ring-leaders on the street car lines 
have been discharged, and the unions 
are so badly disorganized that they 
cannot do anything about the 
matter. Business is gradually belng 
resumed. Noneof the non-union men are 
being discharged. The colossal failure of 
the strike means that the backbone of the 
union is broken and that the American 
Federation of Labor is out of business in this 
State. The question of hours and wages will 
be settled to-day. 

Gov. Foster expressed his gratification to- 
day at thesettlement which prevented the 
necessity of putting the militia actually on 
the streets, and the merchants are of course 
abundantly satisfied with the result. Detalls 
of men were keptat allthe armories until 
this morning, His Excellency apprehending 
that there might be some trouble. 


COLUMBUS’ CARS RUNNING. 
CoLtumBus, O., Nov.11.—At 3 o’clock this 
morning t™ strike of the street railway em- 
ployes was settled amicably. After sev- 
eral propositions, both by the company and 


employes, all of which were rejected, ft was 
agreed by both sides that Mayor Karb should 
ve the sole arbitrator of the trouble, and 
pending his investigation the men were to 
return to work. The cars are running as 
usual this morning.

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Coadjutorship Intimated. 


THE VICAR-GENERAL TO REPRESENT 
HIM AT A CONFERENCE. 


Father Brady Will Be the Delegate From 
the St. Louls Dio¢sese at ths Meeting 
of Archbishops in New York—His Ap- 
pointment Taken to Mean a Great 
Deal. 


Very Rev. P. P. Brady, the Vicar General, 
leaves St, Louls next Sunday night for New 
York to represent Archbishop Kenrick at the 
conference of Roman Catholic Archbishops of 
the United States, which opens in New York 
next Wednesday the 16th inst. Fr. Brady 
will have full credentials from Archbishop 
Kenrick, and he will have as potent 
a voice in every question which 
will come before the conference, as Arch- 
bishop Kenrick himself would have, ff his 
health would permit him to go. 

This news is Official because it emanates 
from Fr. Brady himself. The significance of 
the mission givento Fr. Brady may notat 
first thought be fully understood. The com- 
ing conference or the Archbishops 
ofthe country will be the most important 
held in many years. For the first time, since 
the early part of December, 1891, the Roman 
Catholic prelates of the United States, sev- 
eralof whom have been at cross-purposes 
with each other on account of the much 
agitated school question, will come together, 
and perhaps discuss the very prob- 
lems about which they have been 
wrangling ina more or less dignified way, 
for twelve months. Archbishop Satolli, one 
ofthe most subtle of diplomats, connected 
With the papal court, has been sent by the 
Pope to this country forthe express purpose 
of attending next week’s conference of the 
Archbishops. and if he will not preside over 
the deliberations of the distinguished pre- 
lates, he will at least exer- 
cise a controlling influence over 
their actions. The sessions of the 
conference will be more secret than a Ma- 
sonhic lodge meeting, and none but arch- 
bishops will be admitted, Fr. Brady alone 
excepted, who, in his humble priestiy robe, 
will take rank amongthe most renowned of 
= scarlet and purple garbed prelates pres- 
ent. 

HAS DEEP SIGNIFICANCR. 

To St. Loulsans, this unexpected and dis- 
tinguished honor, conferred upon Fr. Brady 
has butone meaning. It ts the promaulga- 
tion of Archbishop Kenrick’s wish that Fr. 
Brady become his coadjutor and, without 
any doubt, his early successor as 
prelate of the sS&t. Louls province. The 
movements of Fr. Brady during the past 
month and the bitter hostiifty recently dis- 
played by the element opposedto his pro- 
motion, enchance the significance of the 
priest’s embassy to New York. The Vicar- 
General went to Chicago shortly before 
the @edication of the Worid’s Fair bulldings, 
on Oct. 21, and took partin the ceremonties. 
He held frequent private conferences with 
Archbishops Feehan of Chicago and Corrigan 
of New York, besides coming in contact with 
Satolli, the Papal delegate. From Chicago 
Fr. Brady hastened to Philadelphia and had 
a secret meeting with Archbishop Ryan, the 
special protege of Archbishop Kenrick. 

Since that time Archbishop Kenrick has 
been informed by Cardinal Ledochowsky that 
home desired him to have a coadjator, or as- 
sistant bishop, appointed to relleve him of 
the cares of office, and in accordance with 
this request the aged prelate has 
called a meeting of his suffragan 
bishops to select A coadjutor. 
The choice of Archbishop Kenrick and his 
suffragans will be subject tothe approval of 
the Archbishops of thecountry and tothe 
final approbation of Rome. Thereis no 
doubt that the Archbishop desires nothing so 
much as to have Fr. lrady as coadjutor, 
and everyone believes that the suffragans 
and even the Archbishops will defer to his 
wish, even if Father Brady is not their per 
sonal choice. Thefactthat Father Brady has 
been delegated to represent Archbishop 
Kenrick at next week’s conference does 
not of itself mean that the well- 
known Vicar-General will be the next 
Archbishop of St. Louls, but it means 
as much in that respect as could any act 
short of his formal appointment as coadju- 
tor. 

The local priests have for a long time felt 
that the tide of promotion was sweeping 
rapidly toward Fr. Brady,eand would at an 
early Gay land himinthe chatir of the coad- 
jutor. Some who were opposed to 
Fr. Brady, seeing this, raised 
a cry for the promulgation of 
the decrees of the Third Council of RBalti- 
more, which would take the choice of a co- 
adjutor out of the hands of suffragans of the 
province and give it to the permanent pas- 
tors. But the Archbishop paid no heed to 
the request and within the past week a 
movement has been started which 
had for its object the celection by the priests 
of three candidates for the coadjutorship. 
This action was justified by the plea that 
although the decrees of the Third Council of 
Baltimore had not been formally prom.4l- 
gated in this province, still, ‘‘de facto,’’ the 
priests had a right toa voice.in the selection 
of the coadjutor, and they meant to arsert it. 
But Fr. Brady’s appotntment to repre- 
sent the Archbishop at theconference, would 
indicate that the tide of fortune ts running too 
fast forthe opponents of the Vicar-General. 
A significant fact observed to-day was the 
manner in which Fr, Brady was praised 
asa very fitting candidate fer the coadjutor- 
ship by persons who on other occasions have 
heaped criticism onthe head of the Vicar- 
General,

THE JUDGE’S CHARGE. 
The Judge began his charge by informing 
the Grand-jury that in his charge to the 
October Grand-jury he had attempted to 
fully define, as he understood them, the 
duties and powers of thelr body, and if at 
any time they were in doubt upon 
these points they would find 
his charge in full In the Post-Dispatca of 
Oct. 10, 1892. Hereadthem this report. He 
then dwelt upon the authority they had to 
investigate the conduct of officers having 
charge of public funds and impressed upon 
them the necessity of so doing, 
inasmuch as there was no other 
body which had such power. He specially 
charged them to Investigate the offices of the 
Clerk of the Criminal Court and Court of 
Criminal Correction, but explained that he 
did not wish it to be understood that he en- 
tertained any suspicsion against the Integri- 
ty of these officers. The Recorder of Deeds’ of- 
fice, the Collector’s office and the City Treas- 
urer’s office were also mentioned as coming 
within the scope of their powers. 

AFTER THE RAILROADS, 

After calling attention to some minor mat- 
ters, the charge referred to the law requiring 
railroad switches, frogs and guard rails to be 
filled or blocked by the best known Inventions 
for the purpose,in order that the feet of 
emp!oyes and others might not be caught in 
the frogs, etc. The amountof attention paid 
tothis matter, the charge states, may be 
gathered from the accounts In the dally 
papers. The vourt, after conclud- 
ing the reading of the charge, 
named Mr. N. O, Nelson as foremanof the 
Grand-jury, and the body then retired, to- 
gether with Assistant Circuit Attorney Wm, 
Zachritz, to begin their labors.

THES PHONOPHORE. 


The Wonderful Invention of C. Lang ° 
don Davies. 
From the St. James Gazette. 

To be told that a teiegraph wire which is 
busily transmitting a long message canat 
the same time be made to convey half a 
dozen other messages in opposite directiong¢ 
sounds like atairytaie, butthat the thing — 
has been done and ts daily being done, is at- 
tested upon the most respectabie solentifie 
authority. The discovery which renders 
these astonishing results possible ts due to 
Mr. ©. Langdon-Davies, who has for some 
years beon engaged in runceringit practi- 
caliy workable, und in adapting it allae to 
telegraphic use. 

Itis dificult to convey to thelay mind an 
accurate comprehension of a process 0 ex- 
ceedingly technical; but it may briefly be 
said that Mr. Langtlon-Davies in the ‘*‘Pho- 
nophore’’ utilizes, not the electric current, 
but the noises caused Dy Induction. ‘The sig- 
nals are transmitted by a series of induced 
electric impulses, and the suc¢ess of the sys- 
tem is found in the ability of the inductive 
force to pass through insolations which elec- 
triccurrents cannot penetrate.

And, as we have 
hinted, Mr. Langdon-Davies’ system is as 
useful telephonically as it is telegraphically. 
A wire which ts conveying electric’ signals 
can at the same time be used for telephonic 
conversation without either the message oF 
the conversation suffering tn the least. 

For some considerable time past expert 
ments in both direetions have been proceed- 
ing with most gratifying results, which are 
vouched for by such high authorities as Prof. 
Sylvanus Thompson, Conrad Cooke and Lati- 
mer Olark. ‘lhree of the principal railway 
companies have already adopted the phono- 
phore; and it must be obvious, even tothe 
unscientific mind, that phonophoric telegra- 
phy and telephony, in so vastly increasin 
the electrician’s power over the wires, 
before ita very great future. 

The phonophore, indeed, increases alm 
to infinity the number of words that can 
transmitted ina given time. Itis obvious 
therefore, that it offers great possibilities 
the way of cheapening the cost of tele 
So long as the number of words that could 
ouaried by a wire inan hour was per Bowe 
ited it was hopelessto look forany suUstan- 
tial reduction in the cost of coloeta pene! but 
the phonophore at once Increases the capaci« 
ty and speed of every wire to which it may be 
fitted.

SPAIN’S SENSATION. 


The Prior of a Monastry Said to Have 


Been Marshal Serrano’s Former Mistress. 

New York, Nov. 11.—The morning papers 
here printa remarkably strange story from 
Madrid. Itis the alleged discovery made at 
‘the Monastery di San Jose that Prior Pedro 
who died last month, was a woman, and that 
her illegitimate son, who had gained ad- 
mission as a monk to the monastery com- 
mitted suicide over her remains. 

Itis stated that an investigation, set on 
foot after the startling tragedy, revealed 
thatthe late prior had. borne the nameof 
Kivire before entering the monastery, and 
that when quite young she had falien in love 
with Spain's heroic General and statesman, 
NMarshai Serrano. Don Manuel, the monk 
who committed suicide, was the fruit of their 
intimancy. The child was taken away from 
her when only 6 months old, and in order to 
conceals her disgrace Donna klvire 
accepted the offer of Serrano, who 
promised to obtaain for her an 
asylum inthe Monastery of St. Jose. After 
the death of Serrano in 1885, the mother, 
who had meanwhile became prior, insti- 

teda search for her lost son, and when 
she found him invited himto enter herown 
monastery in orderto have him aiways with 
her. Theson,it appeared, had become ex- 
cessively fonda of his mother, and when she 
was taken away from him was unableto 
stand the strain of separation.

Austria demands three, but the Pope will ac- 
cord only one. In his last audience the Prus- 
sian Minister renewed the Kalser’s demand 
that Mgr. Kopf, Bishop of Breslau, be included 
among the Cardinals, but the Pope would 
preterthe Archbishop of Cologne, As the 
Prussian Government opposes this selection, 
the Archbishop of Posen may be the final 
choice of the Pope. 

The Pope is dally engaged in the prepara- 
tion of his encyclicals for the Jubllee and the 
Church in the East. 

It is said that a serious situation has grown 
out of the relations between the Holy See and 
Spain. 

Don Carlos has a Catholic programme. 
The organization of his party is p.iwerful, 
with ramifications inevery village. Things 
being as they are, the state of parties so pre- 
carious, the Holy See will not compromise it- 
seif. The present truce will last only till 
the death of the Queen Regent, azainst 
whom noone desires to hasten the revolu- 
tion. Butather death the Carlists will act- 
ively interfere. Then there are the Republl- 
cans, who through Castelar, Salmeron and 
Pi Margall, now multiply declarations of good 
will towards the Pope ana Church in assert- 
ing thatthe republic would atatali times 
respect, Catholic rights. In face of these 
contending currents the Pope has decided 
not to grant the new encyclical 
asked for by Nocidal, with a view to forming a 
Catnolic union for the better protection of 
religious interests in Spain. The Vatican has 
advised the Archbishop of Seville that he will 
be created Cardinalat the next Oonsistory. 
There is a question also of an Archbishop 
from South America being made Cardinal. 
The Pope allows himself to be guided in this 
choice by two great ideas—not to reinforce 
the power of the Triple Alliance in the 
Sacred College, and toaugment the foreign 
element, 

It is stated on good authority that the 
secret work to which the Pope now devotes 
himself has relationtoa project of the grav- 
est character, from an ecclesiastical point of 
view. Certain papers have announced that 
the Vatican has sent to Mar. Satvulll instruc- 
tions in order that be may preside at the re- 
union of American Archbishops at New York 
on Nov. 16. The report is false. Cardinal 
Gibbons will preside, as is his right. 

The Vatican journals comment on the can- 
celing of the Faribault ana Stillwater scholas- 
tic contract. They attach a certain 
importance thereto, since the non-renewal of 
the treaty proves how much the adversaries 
of Mer. lreiand have been injerror in criticis- 
ing his memorable initiative. 

The Pope has designated the successor of 
Mer. Satolli in the College of the Propaganda 
as Professor of High Speculataive Theology. 
He is a young Frenchman named P. 
Lepecier. He has filled for the past two 
years the office of Professor of Dogma at the 
Servites College in London. He is a disciple 
of Satolli, having studied under him for two 
ears at the Propaganda. The Pope nom- 
nated him in order that the Propaganda 
shall continue the system of education inaug- 
urated by Mgr. Satolli.

A New Crochet. 


The newest crochet partakes more of the 
nature of gimp and passementerie than does 
the old-fashioned kind, and, in order to give 
it the necessary firmness, shapes cut out of 
cardboard and slightly molded, soas to be 
convex on one side and concaveon the other, 
are used. These molds are to behad in 
many different forms, some few of which are 
shown in figure 1, 
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Fig. 1.—The Molds, 

The general method of covering the shapes 
varies little and is very simple, the stitch 
used being the crdinary double crochet, as 
shown in Fig. 2. After a little practice the 
worker will probably find no difficulty in cov- 
ering some of the shapes neatly, especially 
where there is a sharp angle to beconsidered, 
asatAand Bin Fig. 1. It is sometimes nec- 
essary to shave of the extreme point 
with a pair of scissors, not, however, 


taking off enough to interfere with

How to Clean Brass. 


Brass, to be keptin proper order, should 
be cleaned at leastonce a week, while itis 
the custom in households with weil-trained 
domestics to have brass andirons, fenders and 
other fire-piace furniture givena light rub- 
bing every day. In cleaning Drass it must 
first be relieved of all canker and other spots 
to which the metalis subject, from contact 
with acids, exposure to water or other 
causes, Anapplication of alcohol, spirite of 
turpentine, benz!ine or Kerosene will general- 
ly remove all ordinary spots on Drass, unless 
very old spots, the metal in some Cases seem- 
ing so perfectiy to absorb foreign substances 
that the removing of them amounts almost 
an impossibility. Spots removed, there is no 
more certain cleansing and polishing ap- 
plication for brass than rotten stone 
and oll. Rotten stone usually comes in 
lumps. Before using for polishing brass it 
must be reduced to powder, and in this state 
it quickly dissolves to a smooth rene 
when mixed with olive oll. A thin paste o 
the preparation should be rubbed lightly on 
the metal, and when perfectly dry it shoald 
be rubbed off vigorously with a flannel cloth, 
the finishing polish being given with the 
powder, dry, and subsequent rubbing witha 
clean flannei cloth or chamois skin.

Boil one pound of whole rice in milk enough 
to dissolve all the grains, addiny it, boiling, 
as itisabsorbed. Have four pounds of sifted 
flour In @ pan, and into this pour the rice and. 


milk and a wineglassful of brewer's yeast. 
Knead and set to rise till light. Form in 
loaves and bake.

Homemade Workbaskets. 

A perfectly serviceable standard work- 
basket can be made with four stout canes 
andtwo or three splint baskets in which 
fruitis sold. The baskets are square or near- 
ly so, and measure ten or twelve inches 
across. They can be covered loosely or 
smoothly on the outside with some silk or 
cotton goods, or the wood can be painted 
with enamel paint and left plain, the 
bands on the basket edges being gilded 
or bronzed. The inside linings are put 
in loosely, caught only at the top, so 


that in cleaning they can be pulled out and 
brushed. If possible have holes bored in the 
canes at the right distance for suspending 
the baskets. It will doubtless not be possible, 
however, in which case cut grooves around 
the canes, and then withtwine run through 
the corners of the basket witha big darning 
needle, tie them securely in place, concealing 
the twine with ribbon bows. 

The same idea may be carried out fora 
small workbasket, using small wooden sticks 
and the quart fruit baskets.

- SEIZING EMIN’S PROVINCE. 


A Large Force of Congo State Soldiers 
Reaches the Nile at Wadelai. 


From the New York Sun. 

The most sensational news that has come 
from Africaina long time is the reported 
arrival of Mr. Vanden Kerckhove at Wade- 
lat, on the Nile, the old home of Emin Pasha. 
For eighteen months Van den Kerckhove has 
been gradually moving eastward along the 
Mobangi-Makua and Mooma Rivers for the 
purpose of taking possession of that large 
—- in the name of the Congo State. 

e have heard of new stations he hag 
foundea and severe battles he has fought 
with Arab slave raiders by which he released 
hundreds of siaves and drove the Ara 
north of the Makua River. England aid not 
wake uptothe fact that his purpose was to 
occupy the oid territory of Emin Pasha 
which, according to the convention signed 
between Germany ana Engiand 
1890, wasto be a partof the British AEX 
sions. England, in fact, has decided to 
abandon Uganda, Wadelal ‘and all the coun- 
try which connects the Upper Nile withthe 
Jake district, of which she has never yet 
taken effective possession. In case of this 
the immense territory will 
fall perforce into the hande of the first occu-

says,

that it is well-armed, and rries withita 
least twenty boats sulted for river navi- 
gation. Van den Kerckhbove has now estab- 
lished a chain of stations from the lower 
Mobangli River to the Nile, and seemsina 
fair way to carry out the ambition of the 
King of the KBelgians to extend his Congo 
domains so as to procure, as his eastern 
frontier, Albert Nyauza and the Nile as far as 
Lado. His possessions would thus have two 
issues for their commerce, one by the Congo 
and the other by the Nile.’

Vatuable Archives Destroyed br the Little 
Pests. 


From the London Globe. 


La Rochelle has for many years been iIn- 
fested with the white ant. This pest, we 
learn from a Foreign Office report just issued, 
was introduced about the end ofsthe last 
century, « 4 fora longtims was confined to 
a particular quarter of the town, but through 
the imprudence of bDuliders engaged in re- 
pairing the damage these insects had done 
to the house (who instead of burning the 
old wood allowed it to be carried away), 
they are now almost everywhere and many 
public and private bulidings are in a Canger- 
ous state from them. 

They eat away the beamsand timbers from 
the inside, which makes it very difficult to 
know the exact amount of damage doné,and, 
therefore a housecan never be safe where 
they are known tu be. In some cases it has 
been necessary asa precaution, to have the 
important a onto beams and woodwork 
taken out and replaced by fron,iest the house 
should come down unexpectedly. 

This has had to be done at the Prefecture, 
which was the first placa where they ap- 
peared and where of late years they have 
enten part of the archives, and there are 
gardens in which itis useless tO attempt to 

row certain flowers (for instance, geranli- 
lums) which they attack by eating out the 
inside of the stalk, leaving only the skin un. 
touched. It has been found impossible to 
destroy or get rid of them.

° THE SUPERVISORS. 


Reports on Ballots Which Were Rejected 
by the Election Judges. 


Supervisor George E. Smith was fully as 
busy to-day as he was yester- 
day in receiving the report of 
deputy supervisors. These returns run 


along about like those Sled vestérday 
and summarized in last evening’s 
PostT-DIsSPATCcH. Many stories were 
told~of the alleged stupidity of election 
judges and thelr overriding the 
rights or voters through & Dog- 
berry construction of the law or 
their instructions. A remarkable instance 
was reported by the supervisors at the 
Kighty-seventh Precinct (Sixteenth Ward). 
The registration was 483. The count showed 
116 votes for Joy, 76 for O’Neill and 1 for Fol- 
lette. During the count 241 £Dallots 
were rejected by the judges 
because the voters did not scratch them 
right. The Supervisors, James Dowling and 
O. ©. Steinbrecher, said that many of 
these Dallots were thrown out on 
what seems to have been a very nar- 
row technicality. Many of the voters, in at- 
tempting to draw the long erasing line, were 
not careful to k it reach 
aown to the the list, 
and in such case judges would 
throw the entire bailot out, notwithstanding 
the intention of the voter was clearly anani- 
fest. 

In 
addition 


some of the wards there was, in 
to the four long tickets, a 
section with two or three §Inde- 
pendent nominations. Frequently the 
voter did not notice these Independent 
tickets and dia not therefore’ erase 
them and yet, although the bal- 
lot was unexceptional in every 
other respect, the judges would reject the 
whole tieket. Ht Is velieved that large num- 
bers of voters were thus disfranchised during 
the. day, and that this would ¢g¢learly 
appear if there could be found a way to go 
behind the returns and get into the ballot- 
Xes. 

Mr. Smith appeared to be shocked at the 
tales told by sapervisors of the arbitrariness 
of some of the judges. | 

Upto2o’clock there were thirty-five pre- 
cincts from which no reports at all had been 
received, and twenty-one more for which 
only one supervisor had reported.

Two Chicago Packing-Houses Unite Their 
Business. 

OCmICAGO, Tll., Nov. 11.—It is announced 
here this morning that two of the largest 
packing companies in Chicago will soon be 
merged into one. These are the Inter- 
national Packing and Provision Co. and the 
Chicago Packing and Provision Co. The con- 
solidation is a financial movement of great 
importance, for it brings together one of the 
largest aggregations of capital that can be 
founa anywhere centered in similiar 
business, The new company will 
really be one of § the great- 


est organizations In the country, controlling 
as it will over $5,000,000 of cash working cep- 
ital, in addition tothe plants represented by 
the stocks and bonds. The capitalization 6f 
the Chicago Packing andjProvision Co. is £400, - 
000,and of the International Packing and Pro- 
vision Co. £850,000. In addition to that the 
two companies have a little over $2,000,000 
Outstanding. 

It is suggested by those familiar with the 
packing business and more or less convers- 
ant with the plans of the ruling spirits in 
these two organizations that there is con- 
templated a great extension in the business. 
People connected with the Hammond com- 
pany admit that there is a possibility of that 
company coming within the control of the 
new consolidated company. That company is 
an enormous one, baving a capitalization of 
£1,240,000. It is believed that the Ham- 
mond people are particularly anx!- 
ous. to bring such ae thing about. 
It is suggested alsothatthere are possiblili- 
ties of Western extensions and thatthe plans 
of the leaders mean a colossal organization 
which shall take frst rank in the packing in- 
dustry. 

The {mportance of the consolidated organli- 
zation will be understood when itis known 
that the consolidated companies will have a 
capacity for killing 12,500 hogs a day. This 
equals the combined output of the other 
three big packing concerns, Messrs. Armour, 
Swift and Morris,and is overjtwice as much as 
the largest of these.

Arkansas Convict Labor to Be Leased to 
the Highest Bidder. 

LITTLE ROCK, Ark., Nov. 11.—The Board of 
Penitentiary Commissioners, composed of 
Gov. Eagle, Atty.-Gen. Atkinson and Secre- 
tary of State Chism, met and canvassed the 
bids recently opened for the lease of the State 
Penitentiary for a term of ten yeers. The 
highest bid was from M. Allen of Nashville, 
Tenn., who olfered $31,000 per annum for all 
the convicteg. After much considera- 
tion and discussion fthe board unan- 
imously decided to reject all bids and 
again advertise for bids until May 7, 1893. The 
highest offer made was less than the sum 
now received, The present lessee pays the 
State $8.75 per convict, which aggregates 
$38,000. The Legislature convenes in January 
next and will unquestionably repeal the con- 
vict lease system, hence the action of the 
board in rejecting all bids. The Democracy 
of the State made the penitentiary lease sys- 
tem a part of its platform during the present 
State elections.

Next, the guessing faculty must be put in 
play to discover who could have a motive for 
writing the communications. Itisa prime 
axiom in the detective business that the 
motive should be looked for at the beginning;

in the right direction. Agonymous letters 
may be divided roughly ‘nto several classes, 
namely: Maliciously annoying, threatening, 
slandering others, apprising secretly of dan- 
ger, advising merchants that they are being 
robbed and by whom, et¢. 

‘*To show the value of motive as an illus- 
tration I will tell you a Iittle story. <A mer- 
chant came to me and complained that he 
had been greatly annoyed by anonymous 
letters connecting his name with that ofan 
esteemed young lady of his acquaintance. 
He had shown the mildest one of them to 
her and she had been exceedingly mortified. 
He could not think ofa single enemy that 
he had. My questions elicited the fact 
that he was a Dachelor and well to 
do, whereas she was not well 
of and over 30, an age at which many 
women are anxlousto be married. Iven- 
turedg to ask, ‘Do you not think it possible 
that this lady has written these communica- 
tions herself?’ My client felt insulted and 
told me pretty plainly that he did not think 
I understood my business, ‘All right,’I re- 

lied, ‘that may be so.’ He had no more 
acts to give, except that the letters were 
never written twice on the same kind of 
paper, scraps and half sheets being utilized.

They never get anything in re- 
turn, but the advertisers secure what they 
want—namely, thousands on thousands of 
names and addresses.* These are termed 
‘live addresses’ and, as sald, they 
are worth money.
